(a) Thirty-nine cases of measles were notified (24 milo and 
15 fomle),. 


(b) Tuberculosis. Three cases of respiratory tuberculosis 
wore notified, 2 mle and lfemile, A singlo case of tuberculosis 
of the mesenteric glands ws also notifiod, a boy agod fivo who, 
almost cortainly, acquired his infection from cow's milke 
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Tho Factorios Act, 1937, Soction 34. - With the co-operation of the 
Chief Fire Officer, Breconshire and Radnorshire Joint Fire Brigade and 


his staff tho work of oxamination and cortification was expedited. Two 
certificates wore issued and others were pending. The occupiors of 
three factories havo still to provide satisfactory meang of oscapo in 
case of fire and it is nocossary to doal with a contravention of the 
Cellulose Solutions Regulations, 1934.6 


Food Promises = Theso compriso five butchers shops, one fricd fish and 
chips shop, 1 frosh fish and fricd fish and chips shop, 1 fresh fish and 
groon grocery, 1 fresh fish and grocory, two grcen grocors, 4 groccrs, 

6 swoct shops, 3 cafos, onc smeck bar, 9 hotels and guost houscs, 

7 school and other cantcens, one hospital, ono egg packing factory, 

one commor lodging house and 2 dairicse 

Under section 16 of the Food and Drugs Act, 1955 ton food premisos 
aro registcred for tho sale of icescream and nine premises for tho 
preparation or mmfacture of sausage or potted, pressed, pickled or 
preserved food intended for saloe Two dairies aro rogistored under 
the Milk and Dairies Regulations, 1949=195L. 

Thore wore 374 inspections of registorcd and other food premisos. 

All shops aro provided with suitable will, coiling and floor surfaces 

and with propor hot wator, washing and othor facilities, and food handling, 
food protection, cleanliness of tho person, clothing and cquipnent wore 
generally most satisfactory. One case of improper food handling 1s 
brought to the notice of the mmagoment and a warning givone 

There is no established educational activity, but postcrs wore 
displayod and various aspocts of food hygicno discussed with the mamgorial 
staff and various cmployoos.e 

Condemned food is disposed of in the Council's Incinorator.e Thero 
are biswockly collections of trado rofuse from food promisose No special 
examination of a stock or of a consignment of food was necossarye 411 cans 
and othor small articlos of food wore condemned. 

Thore wore no offoncos under the Ice Cream (Hoat Treatmont, otc.) 
Regulations, 1947526 Prortises aro registored for the sale of prospackod 
ice=cream only. 

There were no offoncos under the Milk and Dairics Regulations, 1949 to 
1954 but, following a caso of tuborculosis affecting a pationt's 
mesonteric lymphatic glands, investigations of tho milk supplics woro 
undertaken, tho outcome boing awitode 


Soworago = Scum boards wore installed in the hums tanks and a motor 
driven pump was purchased for weekly omptying of the tanks, all with a 
view to roducing the quantity of susponded solids in tho final cffluonte 
A now 9 inch dia. sewor was constructed in Bowling Groon lano for the 
primary purpose of provonting flooding during heavy storms and for the 
additional purpose of reducing the amount of surface water in tho foul

Water Supply = Supplios of water wero quito adcquato. A little trouble 
was oxporicneed with the now automtic control of the Jackctt's woll pump 
but it is hoped that the ropairs and adjustmonts which were mde will be 
cffechives The chlorinoting apparatus ws poriodically overhauled and 
was maintained in officient working ordere Tho usual moasures to protect 
the sources from contamination were takene Seven samples of water wore 
taken for bactcriological cxamimtion, the purity of tho chlorinated 

wetor and the raw wtor from Jaskett's spring boing described as oxcollonte
